What appeared to be a fire death in Sooke 
last Friday night now is being treated by RCMP 
as a possible murder. 

Sooke RCMP disclosed this week a 
pathological examination had found George 
Edwin Miller, 45, of 6736 Sooke Road, suffered a 
bullet wound in the left side of his head from a 
small-calibre weapon. 

At the weekend, before the bullet was 
discovered, Sooke fireman said careless 
smoking might have caused the fire in Miller’s 
home. 

His body was found lying on a bed in a 
downstairs bedroom where firemen said the 
blaze apparently began. The bedroom had been 
destroyed and the rest of the home took heat, 
water and smoke damage. 


Miller was alone in the home. His wife lives 
in Vancouver and his three teenage children 
were visiting friends 

The fire apparently began about 10 p.m. 
Friday and was not reported until a passerby 
saw smoke an hour later. 

Asked if the wound could have been self- 
inflicted, a police spokesman said that “we are 
investigating foul play at the present time.” 

The spokesman had no comment on possible 
motive, including robbery, and on whether the 
fire had been set to cover the shooting. It was 
known police were seeking anyone who might 
have heard one or more shots around 10 p.m. 
Friday.

Nimsick airs 
new bill 
for mines 


Long-awaited mining 
legislation which will net the 
B.C. government $20 million 
in mineral royalties this year 
was introduced in house 
Tuesday. 

The Mineral Royalties Act 
sets out two royalties: 

—A basic rate of per 
cent in 1974 and five per cent 
thereafter on a producer’s net 
value of production. 

—A 50 per cent royalty on 
increases in net value of 
production which accrue from 
the gross mineral price being 
more than 20 per cent higher 
than the average of gross 
prices paid over the preceding 
five years. 

A lower basic royalty will 
also be granted producers if 
the gross price drops by more 
than 10 per cent below the 
five-year average. \ 

If the price drops between 10 
and 20 per cent, the royalty 
will be reduced one-half a 
percent and, if it drops more 
than 20 per cent, the royalty 
will be reduced one per cent. 

If the mineral is to be 
smelted in B.C. the royalty 
will also drop one percent. 

In the case of extremely low 
prices and hardships, royalty 
payments may be deferred. 

Mines Minister Leo Nimsick 
said the new legislation will 
add $20 million to government 
coffers in 1974 and higher 
amounts in succeeding years 
as the basic royalty goes to 
five per cent. 

Regulations will be passed 
later by cabinet designating 
minerals to come under the 
act but Nimsick said the 
legislation is aimed most 
directly at copper 

At present, he said, the only 
taxes B.C. collects from 
minerals is a small amount on 
iron ore and a 25-cent per ton 
roylaty on coal. 

The royalties will apply only 


to crown owned land, not to 
crown granted land, given 
years ago to railways. 

Nimsick said the royalties 
“cannot be equated with 
taxes” since they are actually 
payments to the people of B.C. 
for depletion of non- 
replenishable resources. 

Regulations will also set out 
the basic value of a unit of 
each designated mineral and 
will base it on the average 
price over five years, taking 
into account changes in the 
value of the Canadian dollar 
and in the cost of labor. 

From the basic value of 
each mineral a producer will 
calculate the gross value of 
his produ tion and subtract 
transportation costs from that 
to find his net value of 
production. 

Nimsick used the example 
of copper to explain how the 
system will work. 

If the average price of 
copper is 55 ents a pound and 
the price then rises more than 
20 per cent, or above 66 cents, 
the producer will pay a 50 per 
cent royalty on the increase in 
his net value caused by that 
jump in price. 

Nimsick said the additional 
royalty will prevent windfall 
profits by mining companies. 

He said the government 
worked out the system after 
consultation with mining 
industries and the final 
legislative draft varied little 
from the draft which was to 
have been introduced in the 
fall but was withdrawn at the 
last minute, apparently 
because of a cabinet split on 
the size of the royalties. 

The minister agreed that 
the rates were identical to 
ones predicted by industry 
earlier in the year, but he 
insisted there was no cabinet 
or departmental leak of the 
information. 


Lome Nicolson, minister of 
the crucial new housing 
department, has made it clear 
in recent months he is un¬ 
willing or unable to answer 
anything but the most 
superficial questions about 
the government’s housing 
program. 

And, like Strachan, Nicolson 
hedges on questions even 
when it’s to his advantage to 
answer clearly and openly. 

A case in point is the Spring 
Ridge Housing Co-op of 
Victoria, first mentioned in 
the house by Newell Morrison 
(SC—Victoria). 

Morrison had a copy of the 
co-op’s plan to develop a lot on 
Pembroke Street and said he 
found the contents both 
puzzling and worrisome. 

His fears were un¬ 
derstandable since it ap¬ 
peared the province had 
bought a lot on Pembroke for 
an amazing $36,750 last fall 
and was planning to sell it 
back to the co-op for $48,500. 

The plan called for five 
older, provincially-owned 
homes in Oak Bay to be moved 
on the large single lot at a cost 
of about $10,000 for moving 
and renovating. 

Morrison’s questions were 
simple: Had the government 
approved the scheme, how 
was it to be financed and was 
it a pilot project for other co¬ 
ops. 

Outside the house, Nicolson 
hedged. 

“It’s a conceptual plan, 
subject to changes and subject 
to approval,” he said. And 
that was all he would say. 

Department officilals were 
no more help, saying they 
were “definitely not supposed 
to say anything to the press.” 

It all sounded strongly 
suspicious until further in¬ 
vestigation turned up the 
designers of the project in 
Vancouver and members of 
the co-op in Victoria. 

The Urban Design Centre in 
Vancouver is an eight-man 
group, financed mainly by 
Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, which 
has worked for over three 
years providing architectural 
and planning services to low- 
income groups. 

The co-op, it turned out, 
began as a one-year, 
federally-funded project to 
develop a technique for re¬ 
cycling building materials 
from houses scheduled for 
domolition. 

The 12 co-op members, 
mainly former welfare 
recipients from the Pembroke 
area, were given the contract 
to demolish 16 provincially- 
owned houses in the Foul Bay 
area. 

Instead of charging the 
usual $500 to tear each house 
down, the group is salvaging 
about $3,000 in building 
materials from each building. 
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Cost of the new service is 
estimated at $6.5 million in 
1974, $9 million in 1975 and $9 
million-plus thereafter. Users 
will have to pay $5 for each 
ambulance call. 

Cocke told the legislature 
earlier this week it would take 
about two years to fully im¬ 
plement the service. 

Major objectives of the 
program include: 

—A province-wide single 
ambulance telephone number. 

—An integrated province- 
wide radio communications 
system for all ambulances. 

—Regional dispatch con¬ 
trols for ambulances in major 
urban centres. 

—A provincial control 
centre to coordinate medical 
air and long-range medical 
transportation by land. 

Cocke said a province-wide 
supply and service 
organization would be 
tstablished to look after 
equipment, uniform supply 
and vehicles. 

Until the service is in full 
operation, interim ambulance 
headquarters will be set up. 

Cocke said all personnel 
would receive a basic level of 
training, regardless of duties, 
and full-time ambulance 
personnel will receive ad¬ 
vanced training. 


The new service, Cocke 
said, will extend its training 
programs to police and fire 
departments, high school 
students and teachers and 
public transport personnel. 

Small communities which 
won’t be served by the am¬ 
bulance scheme, Cocke said, 
will get adequately staffed 
and equipped medical aid 
posts. 

Outside the house, Cocke 
said a province-wide am¬ 
bulance service was 
necessary because of the 
inadequate service provided 
in many areas by' private 
firms or municipdf 
operations. 

Existing operations, he 
said, would be leased or 
bought from private com¬ 
panies or municipalities. The 
existing equipment, he added, 
would havetobe brought up to 
standards established by the 
provincial ambulance service.

City drive-in robbed 
third time same way_ 


For the third time in recent 
months, a holdupman waiting 
near a bank's night deposit 
chute has victimized A & W 
Drive-In, 1921 Oak Bay. 

Victoria police say Kathleen 
Ann Shubrook,21, of 608 
Harbinger, lost $546 in 
receipts early Sunday to a 
man who pointed a gun at her 
outside the Toronto-Dorn inion 
Bank. 1900 Richmond. 

The $546 in a canvas bag 
included her pay cheque for 
$199.91, which she had cashed 
out of the receipts. 


Another employee of the 
drive-in was robbed twice last 
year, each time by a robber 
who hid near the chute and 
pointed a gun while ordering 
that the bag be thrown his 
way. 

Police said Mrs Shubrook 
and her husband Dana, 23, 
drove around the block twice 
at the bank to make sure no 
one was hidden this time. 
They saw no one so they 
stopped their car in a parking 
lot next to the bank. 

Mrs. Shubrook had taken 


only about four steps when a 
man said, “Throw the bag 
over here.” She screamed and 
ran back to the car to hide 
behind it The man stepped 
out of the shadows, went to 
one knee and pointed a hand¬ 
gun at her. 

Shubrook advised his wife to 
throw the bag to the gunman 
She did and the man grabbed 
it and vanished. The 
Shubrooks drove away but 
came back moments later to 
see if any car was moving — 
but none was. 


One of the last remaining 
uses for the near-ob6olescent 
penny in downtown Victoria 
could be on the way out 

If cih, traffic engineer Dave 
Campbell has his way, there’ll 
be no more penny parking — a 
cent now buys you 12 minutes' 
curb time — at the city’s 1,607 
meters. 

But that’s not the only shock 
for motorists in a lengthy 
report on meter policy handed 
to city aldermen this week by 
the traffic engineer. 

He’s also proposing that 
council: 

—Double the present on¬ 
street parking rates to five 
cents for 15 minutes, 10 cents 
for one-half hour, 20 cents for 
one hour and 40 cents for two 
hours. 

—Severely reduce the 
number of one-hour and two- 
hour meters by changing their 
permitted waiting time to one- 
half hour and one hour 
respectively 

—And, as if all that wasn’t 
enough, hire another man for 
the parking meter patrol staff. 

Justifying his proposed ban 
on pennies, Campbell points 
out that Victoria is the last 
major city ip Canada to use 
penny parking meters. Last 
year, of the 7.5 million coins 
collected from city machines, 
more than 5 million were 
pennies. 

Eliminating them would 
reduce the cost of collection, 
sorting and wrapping, save 
wear and tear on the 
mechanism and cut down 


maintenance due to jammed 
meters, he claimed. 

Campbell said that in¬ 
creasing on street parking 
rates to the level of off-street 
parking would result in fewer 
motorists cruising around 
metered areas in search of 
cheaper parking, and also 
reduce the undesirable 
practice of “meter feeding.” 

No decision has been made 
on implementing the 
proposals, but when the report 
was discussed briefly by 
council’s caucus this week 
Aid. Sam Bawlf expressed 
concern at the possibility of 
creating ill will among 
shoppers. 

“Do we really want to 
squeeze these people,” he 

said.

A little dejpression won't hurt; 

iVs part of Nature^s balance 


A doctor pal of mine who occasionally suggests topics 
for these columns proposes that I write a few words about 
"The Blues”. Even a glance at the world or local 
headlines makes it seem a most appropriate subject. 

"Every medical man will tell you,” says my friend, 
"that self-analysis has become a modern-day problem for 
all of us. We seem to have entered an era in which a vast 
number of men and women are overly-sensitive to their 
moods and turning to a Do-It-Yourself Psychiatry that 
can be very dangerous 

"Periods of depression which are perfectly normal 
are too often viewed with grave concern,” he went on. 
"What our fathers passed off as ‘feeling a little out of 
sorts’ or ‘down-in-the-mouth’ are now foolishly home- 
diagnosed as warning signals of mental disturbances. I 
get my share of patients who tell me, in their inventory of 


symptoms, that they often wake up feeling deep gloom. 
Well,’ I ask them, doesn't everybody? " 

Trouble is, as I see it, that there’s no rhyme or rhythm 
to "The Blues.” 

Maybe once or twice a week I creep from the wrong 
side of the bed with a mild case of what might be called 
The Dull, Logey Blues. They’re not hard to chase away. A 
breakfast of ham-and-eggs or a cheque in the mail or even 
a kind word will do the trick. 

The other extreme, which is mercifully rare, is not 
nearly so co-operative. For want of a better name I’ll call 
them the Whither-Are-We-Drifting Blues. 

These may be brought on. I’ve decided, by physical or 
mental fatigue or by protracted periods of rotten weather 
or. again, for no apparent reeson. 

Sometimes they’re occupational. I guess everybody 


gets these when the job isn’t going right. When I was cast 
- for a few years in the unlikely role of executive it 
dismayed me to find this so common. The most capable, 
well-adjusted people could be transformed into moody, 
doleful types and I would have to take them on my knee, 
so to speak, to reassure them. 

1 suspect that this occupational trauma, which 
possibly is due mainly to boredom and the sameness of a 
routine, is particularly prevalent among housewives. The 
one we happen to have on the premises is the sunny type— 
sometimes unbearably so—but she. too, has her moments 
of quiet despair. It has to do. I’m convinced, with the 
immutability of dust. 

Whatever the causes, the Whither-Are-We-Drifting 
Blues are grim and carry a person’s thoughts into dark 
channels. You can only grope your melancholy way along. 


hoping to find the "Exit sign that you know, by instinct 
and experience, is somewhere ahead 

The doctor says this is all a matter of balance, that the 
pendulum of life just naturally swings slowly from one 
extreme to the other. The danger is only in wanting an 
emotional evenness. 

Most of us struggle against these moods mentally, 
just as the body struggles against a fever. The extrovert, 
who has them, too. may seek the company of congenial 
companions and laugh them away. The introvert may 
seek solitude, the long walk in the woods or along the 
lonely beach that so often puts everything back into focus. 

But perhaps the real comfort is the knowledge that 
you’re not alone, that what seems such forbidding country 
is familiar to everyone and that when the sun shines again 
it will seem all the brighter.

'Crank' fire burns 
aircraft, 'copters 


NANAIMO — Two aircraft, 
two helicopters and an air¬ 
craft hanger were destroyed 
when fire swept through 
Nanaimo Airport in Cassidy 
Sunday night. 

The blaze caused an 
estimated $180,000 damage to 
the property of Pacific 
Coastal Airlines and follows 
an arson attempt at the same 
hanger just over a week ago. 

The fire broke out at 11 p.m. 
Sunday and levelled the 
building, despite the com¬ 
bined efforts of Cedar, North 
Oyster and Ladysmitji 
fire departments. 

Exact cause of the fire has 
not yet been determined, but 
Pacific Coastal manager Don 
McGillivary said it has to be 
“some kind of crank.” 

"This is foolish because we 
are fully insured,” he said. 

One week ago an airport 
employee discovered an 
apparent attempt to destroy a 
helicopter stored in the 
hanger. 

Police said then that the 
$70,000 helicopter had been 
doused in gasoline. Rocks had 
been wrapped in rags, set 
afire and thrown into the 
hanger. 

The rags failed to ignite the 
gasoline and when the em¬ 
ployee arrived later he found 
only a piece of rope burning. 

RCMP Sgt. Ken Sutherland 
said the Ladysmith detach¬ 
ment has been swamped with 
suspected arson cases since 
late January. Two nights in a 
row, he said, a home in Saltair 
was set on fire. 

He said there were no 
suspects yet, “but there are a

Mondays lost due to illness. 

The highest score last year 
went to the mental health 
branch which recorded an 
average of 9.75 days sickleave 
per employee, followed 
closely by health and hospital 
services with an average of 
8.71 days.; • 

Least pr^fne to illness seem 
to be employees of the 
recreation and conservation 
department, who lost only an 
average of 0.52 days per 
employee last year, followed 
by the' attorney general’s 
department with a score pj 
1.L4 days.

Look ground any bar and for 
every fancy, frothy concoction 
on a table, there’ll be about 20 
glasses containing a libation 
of either vodka, rye or gin 
with a splash of mixer. 

“Saturday though, that’s 
garbage night,” quipped one 
downtown bartender. 

“God knows how many 
buckets of crushed ice we get 
through. It seems I spend the 
whole evening making nothing 
but Slings and Alexanders. 
The rest of the time, though, 
it’s just a shot with some 
mix.” 

And the happiest people 


with the situation are the boys 
behind the bar. 

“I dread it every time I 
have to make a Pink Lady,” 
said another barman who, for 
reasons of preserving em¬ 
ployment, wished to remain 
anonymous. “There’s all that 
time involved in cleaning up. 
It’s just not worth it, 
especially when you see the 
chubby little broads who 
should be on a diet slurping 
them back.” 

According to a third bar¬ 
man, it just isn’t worth 
cluttering up the menu with 
weirdo drinks. No one orders 
them. 

"I’d say that no more than

Last week city council 
backed away from in¬ 
troducing a bylaw which 
would have placed heritage 
designation on the buildings, 
after some aldermen voiced 
concern at the ramifications 
of such a move. 

Uppermost was the fear 
that council could be held 
financially liable to com¬ 
pensate property owners who 
claimed they had incurred a 
loss through heritage 
designation. 

But Bawlf allayed the 
concerns this week, and 
council again decided to 
proceed with the bylaw.

Bawlf said he could un¬ 
derstand the Wharf Street 
property owners’ concerns, 
but stressed that several 
examples of already- 
completed restoration in 
Victoria show there is little or 
no difference in investment 
return between renovation* 
and new development. 

He said since the heritage 
designation would apply to the 
buildings and not to 
surrounding land, there was 
not likely to be an easily 
proven case of financial 
hardship. 


“Many times I just write a 
letter and in two days I get a 
copy of a reply to the 
customer settling the claim. I 
just sit and watch the 
correspondence flow back and 
forth.” 

Among the special targets 
of the department are "slick 
operators” who open 
businesses such as health spas 
or dance studios and close 
them down before fulfilling 
contracts.

'Frills' hit 
but project

B. C. consumers will soon be 
protected by “a shopping list 
of no nos” — a comprehensive 
package of consumer affairs 
legislation to be introduced 
this session. 

“If any deceptive practice 
rears its head, the govern¬ 
ment will go ahead and stop it 
cold,” Consumer Affairs 
Minister Phyllis Young 
promised this week during an 
interview with The Express. 

Although she declined to be 
“too specific at this stage," 
Young did offer some hints of 
legislation she will introduce 
within the next two weeks: 


—Telephone solicitations 
will be outlawed. 

—“Bait and switch” 
operations (advertising one 
piece of merchandise and then 
exerting pressure to sell a 
much more expensive one) 
will also be outlawed. 


-Door-to-door salesmen 
will have to be bonded. 


Young said the consumer 
affairs department — created 
last fall — will have "high 
visibility and lots of com¬ 
munity involvement.” 


The storefront offices, she 
said, will be easily accessible 
places for people to get in¬ 
formation, seek advice or 
bring complaints for in¬ 
vestigation. 


“We’ve already been 
swamped with complaints and 
90 to 95 per cent of the letters 
are from people who have 
already attempted to solve 
their problems Other 
people have no idea how to go 
about writing a letter of 
complaint but will be able to 
come into an office and talk 
about their problems.” 


Victoria’s housing com¬ 
mittee has recommended for 
approval a $2 million senior 
citizens’ housing project at 
Rupert and Collinson, despite 
one alderman’s objections 
that the proposed building 
involves distorted costs 
because it has too many built- 
in "frills.” 

Aid. Sam Baw lf said he was 
not convinced such amenities 
as a mail 'room and “tuck 
shop” for residents of the 
seven-storey building were 
really essential. 

The project will house 85 
one-bedroom units, including 
four specially designed for 
handicapped persons. 
Average monthly rental will 
be about $128. 

Under the financing 
arrangement as originally 
proposed, total operating 
costs (including amortization) 
were to have been borne 75 per 
cent by the federal govern¬ 
ment and 12.5 per cent each by 
the provincial government 
and the city. 

That would have meant an

annual subsidy from Victoria 
of $12,142 which Aid. Mike 
Young termed "a govern¬ 
mental rip-off of the worst 
order.” 

But, as the alderman was 
later informed by reporters, 
Housing Minister Lome 
Nicolson announced last week 
the provincial government 
would pick up the full 25 per 
cent share of operating costs 
on all housing projects.

Q. Should a taxpayer 
establish a value upon his 
home? 

A. A person’s home is not 
subject to capital gains tax 
and need not be valued 
provided it is used only as a 
principal residence which 
means any type of structure 
you own and ordinarily 
inhabit. One exception to this 
rule would be where a home is 
used partly as a residence and 
the remaining part is either 
rented or used to carry on a 
business. In such cases, the 
home would not be completely 
exempt from capital gains tax 
when sold and it should, 
therefore, be valued. 

Q. What if 1 own certain 
works of art such as paintings 
or jewellery, or how should I 
treat personal items such as 
an automobile or a boat? 
Should these items be 
valued? 

A. Works of art such as 
prints, etchings, paintings, 
manuscripts, stamps, 
jewellery or coins are 
categorized as Listed Per¬ 
sonal Property. If you own 
any of these which is worth 
more than $1,000, either as a 
set or an individual item, you 
should establish its Valuation 
Day value. 

Certain items which you 
own chiefly for personal use or 
enjoyment, including all 
personal and household ef 
fects, automobiles, boats and 

similar items, are considered 
Personal Use Property. You 
need only establish Valuation 
Day values for personal-use 

property if it can be expected 
to increase in value and it is 
worth more than $1,000. In the 
vast majority of cases, pfer- 
sonal-use property will not 
increase in value and will not 
give rise to a capital gain 

when sold, nor will capital

These developers would be 
paying 1,000 times the amount 
of taxes if the land was 
properly categorized as 
residential land, he said.

David Anderson who asked if 
Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke, an ICBC director, had 
recommended the belated 
appointment. 

Cocke admitted making a 
personal recommendation, 
adding that he did so because 
Sharpe was one of the best 
agents he knew after 20 years 
in the business. 

Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan said 45 Autoplan 
agents dropped out of the plan 
last year and the Insurance 
Agents Association of B.C.

On Tuesday, Anderson 
raised a point of personal 
privilege, charging that the 
two ministers’ statements 
were “demonstrably inac¬ 
curate” and demanding they 
withdraw and apologize for 
the statements.

Dowding told him to place the 
motion on the order paper. 

Another, more drastic 
motion was put forward by 
Bob McClelland (SC-Langley) 
who demanded that a ICBC 
senior executive be forced to 
make a public apology or even 
resign over statements he 
made to the press Tuesday. 

Gordon Root, public 
relations vice-president of 
ICBC, had called McClelland 
a “cheap, two-bit politician” 
after the MLA had asked 
Strachan whether there was a 
conflict of interest in a two- 
page Autoplan ad placed in 
Root’s newspaper, the Juan de 
Fuca News. 


McClelland said his 
question was in the public 
interest and, as a public 
servant. Root had no right to 
make statements questioning 
his motives. 

Speaker Dowding said he 
would reserve decision on 
whether the motion warranted 
the immediate attention of the 
house. 

The third conflict of interest 
charge also arouse Monday 
when Ed Smith (SC-North 
Peace River) asked Premier 
Barrett whether his (the 
premier’s) brother-in-law, 
John Hart, was fully qualified 
to be an ICBC agent. 

Barrett told the House his 


relative had been selling in¬ 
surance in B.C. for 20 years 
and he resented the im¬ 
plication that there was any 
connection between his job 
and his family ties.

Colder on the North: 
'Put up or shut up' 


The NDP government was 
longue-lashed Tuesday by one 
of its own backbenchers, 
Frank Calder of Atlin.

Death replaces 1 comfort 1 
as soccer venue switched 


CAIRO — Egyptian soccer officials are 
meeting this week to discuss ways of 
preventing stampedes like the one last 
weekend which left 48 dead and another 47 
injured. 

The trouble started when thousands of 
soccer fans, hungry for their first major 
sporting event since the October Middle East 
War, burst through stadium gates minutes 
before the scheduled start of a game between 
the Zamalek club and a visiting Czech team. 
The match was cancelled after police failed to 
control the crowds. 

Thousands of fans swarmed to the 45.000- 
seal Zamalek Stadium after the game was 
switched there from the more-distant Cairo 
Stadium, which has a capacity of 100.000. All 


100,000 tickets for the match had been sold. 
Police said the switch was made “to ensure the 
comfort of the spectators." 

% One hour before the scheduled start. 80,000 
had managed to jam inside the smaller 
stadium. And in another last-minute decision. 
Egyptian authorities decided not to televise the 
game, sending thousands of other fans who had 
planned to watch the game at home to the 
stadium in search of tickets. 

Soccer is the national sport in Egypt, but 
league play has been suspended since the 
outbreak of the war. Only a few exhibition 
games involving foreign teams have been 
played since then. 

However. President Anwar Sadat has or¬ 
dered league play to resume March 15.

Bowhunters 
face 

fee increase 

Express Outdoors Writer 

Only two major additions were noted on the list of new 
hunting and fishing licence fees which were tabled in this spot 
last month prior to implementation. 

Recreation and conservation minister Jack Radford 
recently announced that fee increases proposed in late 
November by fish and wildlife branch director Jim Hatter will 
go into effect March 1. 

Good news for sportsmen aged 65 or over is special 
provision for a $1 hunting licence to go with the $1 senior 
citizens’ angling licence already on the books. 

The other addition to what was printed here before isn’t 
perhaps as welcome. 

Bowhunters will now have to pay a $3 fee on top of the 
regular $7 resident hunting licence. 

And this doesn’t really make much sense. 

The $3 fee that steelheaders have to pay in addition to the 
regular fishing licence is supposed to go toward upgrading tlie 
management of these sea-run rainbows. 

Surely the extra tab for bowhunters isn’t for the same 
purpose? 

Those few short weeks a bowhunter is afield outside the 
regular season (two before and one after on Vancouver Island) 
don’t make such a significant difference on game populations or 
increase costs to a degree that a further charge is necessary. 

II the charge tor bowhunters is designed to maximize the 
quality aspects of the sport, why not a special licence for fly 
fishermen? 

“Our new licence-fee schedule more accurately reflects 
both the real value of the resource and our financial 
requirements for its appropriate protection and management,” 
said Radford. 

“Developing pressures on the wildlife resource demand a 
realistic assessment of the value of the resource and an in¬ 
creased commitment to the resource by those people using it.” 

Appropriately, the largest hike in licences will be for out-of- 
province sportsmen coming here to hunt and fish.

Flyers have chance 
to halt Hawk surge 


Saturday night in Chicago 
should be something special in 
the way of National Hockey 
League action.

“We’d like to see more 
women on our staff,” Avison 
says. “There is definitely a 
place for women in law en¬ 
forcement." 

And PC 79, one woman 
among 82 men, would be the 
first to dispel any notions to 
the contrary.

VANCOUVER — 
Precautionary tests on 
chocolates are being made by 
the federal health department 
to ensure they contain no 
poisonous bacteria. 

The chocolates are 
manufactured by Regent 
Chocolate Ltd. of St. 
Hyacinthe, Quebec. A 
Christmas batch was found to 
be contaminated by 
salmonella organisms which 
can lead to nausea, diarrhea 
and cramps. 

A statement issued by the 
federal health department 
said the chocolate company 
stopped production Feb. 13 
and “a complete en¬ 
vironmental cleanup and 
plant reorganization is un¬ 
derway.” 

Joe Campioni, food 
specialist and recall co¬ 
ordinator for the health 
department in Vancouver, 
said the tests on the 
chocolates should be com¬ 
pleted by the end of the week. 


What Judge William Ostler 
called “quite the worst case 
I’ve heard” involving 
unemployment insurance 
benefits has resulted in a short 
jail term and lengthy 
probation for a Saanich man 

Douglas Wagg. 35. of 928 
Tattersall. had pleaded guilty 
Jan. 17 to a 22-count Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance Act 
charge that he received $4,535 
in benefits to which he was not 
entitled covering 41 weeks 
from October 1972 to last 
September. 

Ostler said a pre-sentence 
report quoted Wagg as saying 
his financial load became so 
big “he was forced to resort to 
fraud” to keep his family and 
business going. This, said the 
judge, showed Wagg “needs 
some shaking up” about right 
and wrong. 

He said “a substantial jail 
term would be justified” but 
he was reluctant to order one 
because it would “further 
crush this man financially 
(and) impair his family.” 

But “there must be some 
deterrent,” so Wagg was 
sentenced to 21 days in jail to 
be served on weekends and 
was put on probation fpr two 
years. 

Ostler noted it would take 
Wagg 7'v years to pay back 
the $4,535 at the $50 monthly 
rate recommended in the pre¬ 
sentence report. Defence 
lawyer David Lisson disclosed 
Wagg already has started 
repayment at $75 a month and 
will step that up to $150 or $200 
as his business prospers. 

Preliminary hearing of a 
murder charge against 
Veronica Hildegarde Wilson, 
29. was set for April 10 before 
Ostler. 

She was charged following 
the one-wound knifing Feb. 8 
of Arthur Whittles, 67. in his 
room at the Drake Hotel, 536 
Johnson. 

Oak Bay Mayor Brian 
Smith, appointed by Legal Aid 
as defence lawyer, noted the 
court calendar was full for 
April but asked that at least 
one day be cleared so any 
higher-court trial might be 
held in May.

Money efficiency 
key to more jobs 


Full employment is not an 
impossible dream — but it 
does demand some radical 
changes in altitudes toward 
labor, capital and land use. 

That’s the view of Dr. 
Mason Gaffney, world- 
renowned economist who 
heads the B.C. government’s 
“think tank” institute at the 
University of Victoria. 

Gaffney, in a speech in 
Vancouver, outlined his 
theories for increasing tin 1 
job-creating efficiency of 
capital: 

Use more labor per unit of 
land and capital in both 
production and consumption. 

“In this way we can in¬ 


crease the demand for labor 
without necessarily in¬ 
creasing the need for land, 
primary products and 
capital,” Gaffney said. 

“It involves some things 
which are obvious, such as 
using more men per acre in 
agriculture, as the Japanese 
do. or using more labor per log 
in the mills as the Europeans 
do.” 

Another step, he suggested, 
is to combine more labor with 
a given amount of capital by 
turning it over faster, 
recovering it and quickly 
reinvesting. 

Citing a 1961 University of 
.British Columbia study. 


Gaffney said that even though 
B.C. has a resource-based 
economy. 81 per cent of the 
jobs in the province are in 
manufacturing and services, 
“where the complement of 
capital per man and of 
resources per man is quite 
small.” 

“The closer you get to the 
consumer, the more labors 
intensive the occupation is . . . 
We should put capital where 
the jobs are. where the job- 
creating efficiency of capital 
and land is a maximum.” 

“We need to encourage 
small firms, labor-using 
operations.”

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Levi wants social security overhaul 


EDMONTON - Canada’s 
entire social security system 
needs rebuilding. Norman 
Levi, British Columbia's 
Minister of Human Resour 
ces, told a conference of 
provincial welfare ministers 
at a two-day conference which 


ended Wednesday. 

Levi told the conference 
that in B.C., the federal and 
provincial governments will 
likely spend $700 million this 
year in income-support 
payments to individuals and 
families 


He said this is not a sound 
expenditure of public money 
because of the wastefulness 
and many inequities of the 
present system. 

What is needed is a 
guaranteed annual income 
plan for all Canadians, sup¬ 


plemented by a family income 
assurance plan. Levi said. 

They would be financed by 
employer-employee 
premiums and public funds 
and the benefit levels would 
automatically be adjusted to 
keep pace with inflation. Levi 


did not say what the levels 
should be. 

Initially, such a system 
could replace the existing 
social allowance, workmen’s 
compensation, unemployment 
insurance and disability 
pensions and would eventually 


A city kills a moose 


PRINCE GEORGE - A 
moose which strayed into 
downtown Prince George 
Monday was finally shot and 
killed by a conservation of¬ 
ficer after hundreds of 
citizens had harassed and 
tortured the animal.

SECOND FRENCH

concluded another long-term 
economic agreement with a 
Middle East oil producing 
state, this time Libya.

1974 BUDGET HIGHLIGHTS 


HOUSING 

Last session, a new department in the British Columbia Govern¬ 
ment was established. The 1974 provincial budget includes several 
major articles with respect to housing. A budget of $72 million 
has been established for the Department of Housing, including 
$50 million for land assembly and servicing. Ten million dollars 
will be provided for the construction of 1600 homes for elderly 
citizens aod an additional expenditure of $40 million will be made 
available for first and second mortgages for homes. 

RESOURCE DIVIDEND GRANT 

A grant to all residents up to the age of 65 renting living space 
will be established. The annual grant will be $30. an increase in 
the grant to those residents over 65 will bring their total annual 
Resource Dividend Qrant to $80. The grants are provided from 
funds collected in the resource areas and are, in fact, a return 
of the resource dividends to the people of British Columbia. 
This Resource Grant, for the first time, recognizes renters and 
their contribution to school taxes. 


ELDERLY CITIZENS 

The Homeowner’s Grant to those over the age of 65 will be re¬ 
tained at $250. As well, the annual Renter's Grant will be increased 
from $50 to $80, and $10 million will be provided to build homes 
for the elderly citizens of British Columbia. As well, $15.3 million 
will be provided for Mincome (guaranteed minimum income), 
which now includes all residents 60 years of age and over, and 
the handicapped. An additional $10.5 million will be provided for 
the funding of the Pharmacare programme already introduced. 
Pharmacare will provide free prescription drugs for the elderly 
citizens of British Columbia. 


In the past year, the provincial cash 
surplus has increased more than $45 million while the debt 
of the province has been reduced by over $75 million. The 
pride I feel in this budget is not simply the pride of a govern¬ 
ment dedicated to the people of British Cloumbia, our greatest 
asset. It is a pride in the energy of 
the people and a desire to ensure 
that the people of British Columbia 
get a fair return for that energy 
expended. For the first time in the 
history of British Columbia, budget¬ 
ary expenditures will exceed $2 bil¬ 
lion. These expenditures will be wholly 
financed from the ordinary revenue 
of this province, revenue derived 
from the resource-rich land, our sec¬ 
ond greatest asset. We British Co¬ 
lumbians are anxious to see our great province grow and 
prosper with respect to what nature has endowed us with and 
with a sense of obligation to our fellow man. The expenditures 
of this province in the coming fiscal year will be made for 
people. All of the people in British Columbia.

HEALTH AND WELFARE 



An additional $87 million over last year will be provided to up¬ 
grade the operation of the province's hospitals, and $10 million 
will go to the British Columbia Medical Centre. This year's budget 
callsfor the establishment of a guaranteed income plan for farmers 
with an initial capital funding of $10 million and an additional 
$10 million wilt be provided for the development of secondary 
industry for agricultural products. Special emphasis will also be 
placed on Indian Affairs, to ensure that children will be able to 
remain with their families on the reserves, and enjoy a higher 
standard of living. \\ 

MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS 

As previously announced, the government will be assuming the 
costs ($15 million) of administration of justice in municipalities. 
These costs were formerly borne by local ratepayers. In addition, 
the municipal share of welfare costs will be dropped by A from 
15% to 10%. The per capita grant to municipalities will be in¬ 
creased by 6Va%. 

TAXATION 

There will be no increase in general taxes for the citizens of 
British Columbia. As well, the 5% sales tax will be removed from 
books and second-hand clothing and a special allocation of 
$15 million will be made for the reduction of education taxes from 
resident’s property. Each home owner will receive a reduction of 
school taxes by no less than $30 up to a maximum of $40. In 
addition, the exemption limit for estates under the Succession 
Duty Act and the Probate Fees Act will be increased VA times 
from a $2,000 exemption to a $5,000 exemption. 


COMMUNITY AFFAIRS 

The Community Recreational Facilities fund will be increased by 
an additional $10 million to provide additional cost sharing capital 
for the construction of community recreational centres. As well, 
$5 million will be added to the budgetary funding each, for culture, 
physical fitness and amateur sports in the province. 

A special allocation will be used for the construction of two new 
ferries and one truck carrier, all to be built in British Columbia 
by British Columbia craftsmen. The effect of this $35 million 
appropriation will ripple throughout supporting industries as well, 
providing many additional jobs in secondary and tertiary 
industries.

Charges by the United 
Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union against 
Canadian negotiators in 
salmon talks with the 
Americans are a political 
ploy, local sports fisherman 
Bob Wright said this week. 

“The union is trying to 
make political hay out of this 
and have used this method of 
operation in the past,” said 
Wright, who represented 
sports fishermen at the 
salmon talks in Seattle last 
week. 

The UFAWU is demanding 
the resignation of En¬ 
vironment Minister Jack 
Davis because he has misled 
the Canadian people about the 
reciprocal salmon talks, said 
Scotty Neish, one of two union 
representatives at the talks. 

“Davis has been talking 
publicly about Canada getting 
a better salmon agreement, 
about negotiating American 
fishermen off the Fraser 
River stocks,” he said. “In 
actual fact, he has authorized 
a complete sell-out of 
Canada’s national fishery 
interests.” 

The union wants an end to 
interception of Canadian fish 
by Americans in return for 
Canada taking a similar 
position on American fish. 

Davis called the union 
charges “nonsense” and said 
both he and the UFAWU want 
each country fishing only- 
sal mon that comes from their 
own rivers. 

Wright said other 
representatives of the fishery 
industry who attended the 
talks supported the Canadian 
negotiators. 

But Neish claims American 
fishermen are taking $10 
million more salmon than 
Canadians, and are insisting 
on a special right to take up to 
1,800,000 salmon from the 
Fraser each year. 

At the same time they want 
to prevent Canadians in¬ 
tercepting Columbia River 
salmon because they built 
hatcheries for those fish, but 
don’t take into account the 
salmon run destroyed in the 
Canadian part of the river 
when the Columbia River dam 
was built. 


Developers trying to push 
through applications for land- 
use contracts in Victoria won’t 
be left languishing so long 
before~knowing fhe likely fate 
of their proposals. 

Under the present system 
for processing such ap¬ 
plications at City Hall, a 
developer has to wait 
anything up to nine months 
from the time he first submits 
his plans to the crucial public 
hearing itself, when strong 
public opposition could in¬ 
fluence city council to reject 
the application. 

It is, as Aid. Alf Hood ad¬ 
mitted at a planning com¬ 
mittee meeting this week, a 
“prolonged and tedious 
process.” 

The new procedure 
recommended by the com¬ 
mittee doesn’t shorten the 
total period involved, but it 
does give the developer and 
council an opportunity much 
earlier in the sequence of 
events to ascertain public 
reaction to the broad 
development concept. 

This reaction will come at 
what the committee chair¬ 
man, Aid. Mike Young, ter¬ 
med a “puolic informational 
meeting” held a few weeks 
after the application is first 
filed.

The provincial housing 
department has refused to pay 
part of the cost of a new school 
site in the Roy Road land 
assembly project. 

The Roy Road housing 
development, a project of 
provincial and federal 
governments along with 
Saanich municipality, will 
generate 600 new students in 
the next few years. 

Greater Victoria school 
board, responding to the 
government refusal, approved, 
a motion this week to ask the 
government to make 
developers share the cost of 
land and buildings when a new 


school is required to handle 
children from a new housing 
development. 

This motion will be 
presented at the annual 
meeting of the B.C. School 
Trustees Association this 
spring in the form of a 
resolution. 

Sig Dietze, school board 
head of construction and 
maintenance, said other 
provinces require developers 
to make 10 per cent of their 
property available, 5 per cent 
for municipal purposes and 5 
per cent for schools 

If the development is too 
small to do this, the developer 


makes a payment instead, he 
said. 

Ten other resolutions to be 
presented to the BCSTA an¬ 
nual meeting were approved 
by the board. 

Among them is a request 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment eliminate the three-man 
boards of reference which now 
hear appeals of fired teachers, 
to allow the appeals to be 
heard in a regular court. 

The board has been through 
two board of reference ap¬ 
peals and lost the last one 

Other resolutions ask that 
the requirement in the Public 
Schools Act that students be 
“clean and tidy in person” be 


dropped, that school boards be 
allowed to set more flexible 
school entrance policies, and 
that every kindergarten or 
Grade 1 student receive 
testing for learning 
disabilities. 

The board will ask the 
BCSTA to commend the 
provincial government for its 
policy to remove most — but 
not all — of the costs of public 
school education from pro¬ 
perty 

The board was once in favor 
of total removal, but now feels 
some education costs must 
come from property taxes to 
ensure school boards’ 
autonomy.

Injured Frandle 


An injured construction 
worker is waging a one-man 
fight against what he con¬ 
siders to be discrimination in 
the provincial Workmen’s 
Compensation Act. 

Robert Frandle, of 507 
Dupplin, has been on com¬ 
pensation since he fell down a 
stairwell on a construction 
site Aug. 20, 1973, breaking 
bones in his left foot and leg. 

Based on the Consumer 
Price Index, the maximum 
weekly benefits were raised 
from $123.70 a week to $138.08 


in January but Frarldle will 
have to wait a full year from 
his accident before he is 
eligible for the increase. 

A Workman’s Compensation 
Board official explained that 
increases only become 
available a year after an 
accident if it occurs before the 
current year. 

Had Frandle been injured 
Jan. 1 or later he would 
automatically have received 
the increase. 

He agreed Frandle had a 
just grievance but said 


Stamp trapped extortionist 


DUNCAN - Graham Reid 
Jenkins, 22, from New 
Zealand, has been convicted 
of trying to extort by threat 
$110,000 from wealthy Maple 
Bay Road resident J. Norman 
Stone. 

Jenkins will be sentenced 
Feb. 25 at Nanaimo. 

County court Judge E. J. C. 
Stewart acquitted Jenkins on 
a charge of conveying a threat 
to cause injury to Stone’s 
children. 

Evidence was that Stone 
received a handwritten ex¬ 
tortion letter last 'Aug. 11 
telling him to deposit the 


money in a plastic bag on his 
125-acre property within five 
days. 

Duncan RCMP was notified 
and on Aug. 14 a bag, con¬ 
taining bundles of white paper 
cut into the size of dollar bills, 
was buried near “a tree inside 
the wall a few feet from the 
gate entrance beside some 
water flowers.” Attached to 
the bag was special electronic 
equipment. 

Later that morning, RCMP 
officers began an around the 
clock watch of the spot from a 
hidden position about 200 
yards away, using special 


viewing equipment to watch 
at night. But at 8 a m. on Aug. 
16, police discovered the bag 
had been taken without them 
knowing it. 

After the bag was found 
missing, the Stone residence 
was searched and a wallet 
belonging to Jenkins was 
found in a car. The wallet 
contained three stamps of a 
four-stamp set. 

Sgt. Arnold Dreger, of the 
RCMP document centre in 
Vancouver, told the court that 
the stamp on the envelope of 
the extortion letter matched 
the stamp set found in Jenkins 
wallet. 


The judge said he accepted 
Dreger’s evidence that the 
stamp on the envelope mat¬ 
ched the found set and that 
words on the envelope and in 
Die letter had been hand 
printed by the accused. 
Dreger had produced 
enlargements of the stamp, 
samples of Jenkins’ writing 
and parts of the extortion 
letter. 

Earlier in the hearing, Stone 
testified that Jenkins and a 
woman friend, who had once 
been Stone’s housekeeper, had 
been guests at his place since 


their arrival from New 
Zealand last April. 

The extortion letter read: 
"Mr. Stone — Our company, 
or as other people have called 
us ‘Syndicate’ have started up 
operations in Canada having 
been very successful in the 
U.S.A. We require off you in 
cash $110,000 no bills being 
larger than $100. You shall 
deposit the money in a plastic 
bag then bury it at the bottom 
of your pond. We have in¬ 
spected the site. 

“A tree inside the wall a few 
feet from the gate entrance 
beside some water flowers A 


warning Mr. Stone, if you 
should go to the police or in¬ 
form them in any way the 
price will be double, plus a 
small fire here and there. You 
have a lovely place Mr. Stone 
so lets keep it that way. 

"Also two lovely daughters 
and a mill. We require not to 
leave you a poor man but still 
a wealthy one. You have our 
word that once the contract is 
filled you will not be bothered 
again, as you know our word is 
final. We give you five days to 
get the money. You shall 
deposit the package on the 
14th August and leave it for 
one week.

Keep out, 
banks warn 


OTTAWA — Federal 
proposals to allow 25 per cent 
provincial government 
ownership of new banks and 
up to 10 per cent of existing 
banks should be considered 
only as part of the larger 
question of Bank Act revision, 
Canada’s 10 chartered banks 
claim. 

In a brief to Finance 
Minister John Turner, the 
Canadian Bankers’ 
Association says the plans 
advanced by the federal 
government at the Western 
Economic Opportunities 
Conference in Calgary last 
July, and expected to come 
before Parliament in the next 
session, involve fundamental 
long-term issues. 

The banks believe the 
proposals would be harmful, 
“not only for the Canadian 


monetary and banking 
system, but for the public at 
large” and that “solid facts, 
careful introspection and well- 
researched analysis, rather 
than immediate expediency, 
should prevail.” 

The major obstacle in 
setting up new banks is 
neither the initial financing 
nor legal barriers to in 
corporation, the brief says. 
More important are “the 
complex and skill-intensive 
processes involved” and the 
stiff competition which is 
provided by the many existing 
local, regional and national 
non-chartered financial in¬ 
stitutions all engaged in a 
banking business They in¬ 
clude credit unions and many 
trust companies, plus at least 
110 foreign controlled or af¬ 
filiated entities.

Unions get 
blueprint 
picket 


Unionists have a blueprint 
for information picketing 
following a B.C. Supreme 
Court ruling by Judge M. L. 
Drake. 

In a judgment delivered this 
week, he said a one-man 
picket at a building site at 1314 
Esquimalt Road is a legal 
practice and he refused to 
grant Beechwood Con¬ 
struction Ltd. an injunction to 
prevent the picketing. 

The picketer has been at the 
site since the end of January, 
carrying a sign which reads 
“Join a Building Trades 
Union. For information as to 
the benefits phone 383-0812.” 

Judge Drake, giving his 
reasons for judgment, said he 
had no doubt that Rommel 
Loof, Beechwood Construction 
president, was correct in his 
evidence that building

ROCK ISLAND, Ill.-A 
Prince George man has been 
arrested in Illinois for draft 
evasion by a close friend of the 
family who is an FBI agent 
Allan Kelly, 28, moved to

operations have been ham¬ 
pered by the presence of the 
picketer. 

“But can the defendant, 
considered as a person to 
whom the Trade Unions Act 
applies, be held responsible 
for this situation? 

“The test, it seems to me, ( 
must be the intention of the 
defendant, the purpose of the 
picket, and not the effect 
which the presence of the j 
latter may have.” 

He pointed out that John 
Schibli, secretary of Van¬ 
couver Island Building and 
Construction Trades Council, 
had said his purpose in 
placing the information picket 
at the site was to recruit union 
members and not to persuade 
anyone not to enter the 
oremises. 

“The placard itself cannot 
possibly be read any other 
way.” said the judgment. 
“Organizing is a perfectly 
lawful activity.” 

Judge Drake noted that 
Schibli had been cartf:il to 
comply with directions which 
followed a similar case a year 
ago when E. J. Butler Ltd. had 
asked for an iniunction to pre 
vent the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners 
from picketing. 

Lawyer Ken Murphy, who 
appeared for Schibli, said 
later that the judgment of¬ 
fered a kind of blueprint for 
handing out information. 

“It appears that if you have 
one person with a placard 
giving out information about a 
union, even if he walks up and 
down in front of a particular 
site, that does not constitute 
picketing which can be en¬ 
joined.” 


another caused a horse rider 
to shie into the bush. 

Moffat said an elderly 
woman asked a gathering of 
bike riders to make less noise. 
“She was cursed and sworn at 
and told where she could go. I 
don’t think this. council > oast • 
stand for that,” Moffat said. 

E. J. Hansen, 5461 Alderley, 
said police seem at a loss 
because bikers can always see 
them coming and cease the 
noise, which on holidays and 
weekends can be so annoying 
that some residents leave for 
the day rather than endure it. 

Racing practised by bikers 
is itself destructive of the 
land, but this is worsened by 
the “blipping” of motors, 
often without mufflers, giving 
the effect of an auto race track 
or go-cart course, Hansen 
said. 

Ann Moffat, of 5447 Fowler, 
said there are often more than 
12 bikes running on the land, 
once used as a place to walk 
and enjoy the peace and 
beauty of the countryside. 

The “souped-up” gasoline 
used by bikers leaves a smell 
of ether, which together with 
the noise is “nervewracking 
and totally out of place in this 
environment,” she said. 

Police Chief R. A. Peterson 
said the co-operation of 
residents is needed to make a 
case in court against the 
persons responsible. He 
suggested providing a suitable 
stretch of land in the 
municipality for this purpose. 

Aid. William Noel said the 
regional district should 
examine the possibility of 
using B.C. Hydro right of way 
on the Malahat for trail 
biking. This idea was being 
examined by the regional 
district parks committee, Aid.
